AMERICAN MEATS ARBROAD,

It is shown by Secretary Rusk that
the medat inspection law has greatly
benelited  American producors by in-
creasing  our exports of ments. The
restrictions upon Ameriean animal pro-
ducts have been removed by Germany,
France, spain and Italy, and in con-
sequence our exports of ments have
hesn  vastly avgmented. But the in-
areqgo Lhos far shown in our exports is
only the beginning of 0 groat revival
of our foreign trede in this line. The
time hrs been too short sinece the re-
moval of  foreign restrictions  upon
Ameriean ments to admt of o complete
recovery from the blow that was dealy
to this important industry when the
vestrictions were  imposed.  But the
total of our exports of animnal products
dusing 1802 was $100,574,508, while in
the preceding  yenr they amounted to
only #86.842.041, The grentest incrense
was in hog produets, and itis likely
thit the supremacy of the American
hog will be maiotained in the future.
The valus of our exports of bacon alone
during the past fiseal year was $20,855,-
179, while our lard exports reached
23,401,508, Other hog products
ported amounted to about 310,000,000,

Seceretery Rlusk has some reason to be
proud of what hns heen achieved in this
direction. The western farmer is as-
peeinlly indebted Lo the present admin-
istration for the attention which it has
given to this important subject, The
westorn states are deeply interested in
the foreign market for Amerienn meonts.

NO DOUBTHUL EXVERIMENTS,

The Amerlean workingman who is
putting money into a savings bank fu
fortunate in comparison with the work-
ingmen of Germany nod other countries
of Kurope. The burenu of states attor-
neyship of the various trades’ unions of
Germauny has compiled some interesting
statistics converning the wnges earned
throughout Germany during the yoar
1801, These statistics wore collected by
the wvarious teades’ unions at the re-
(uest of the bureau and embrsco raplics
from 006 cities and 924 unlons. The
ligures show that wages have incrensed
in only seven cities, that thoy have de-
clined in 220 cities and that in 670 citios
they have vemuined stationary, The
muchine industry, rapresenting 400 local
unions, with 20000 members, shows a
decline in wages, while food products
have Increased in price, Only 211 out
of B06 cities show  full  employment
while in thirvy cities almost eompleto
sloppage of work is reported. A Borlin
machine worker writes:  “A family of
tive persons requires for food articles
per woek, #3401 for house rent,
BLU24 for gontribution to sick and in-
vulid Tund, 40.5 cents: loy taxes, 11.8
contsy for newspupers, ote., 8.4 cents;

per yeur. By continued work, if he is
fortunite enough not to be thrown ont
of cmployment, such s workman earns
B20LGY per year, or #50 less than his
netual living expenses.”
